That law, passed away back in war- 
times, declares, however, that on the 
extension of charters new bills must 
lie printed. 
So whether the charters 


arc to be extended or new charters is- 
sued in their stead new national bank 
bills must be printed unless congress 
takes some action to the contrary this 
winter. 


It Is in anticipation of this situation 


that the advisability of printing the 
iiorlraits of prominent men on national 
bank bills Is being considered. 
The 


committee has already agreed upon the 
advisability of McKinlcy'a portrait for 
the 510 bills, of Harrison's portrait for 
the §5 bills and of McCulloch's por- 
trait for the 520 bills. Still other por 
traits for other denominations, will be 
selected and a recommendation made 
to the secretary of tlie treasury. There 
Is now sufficient authority to print por- 
traits on new issues at national bank 
notes. It is thn opinion of experts that 
I>ortraits on bills make it more diffi- 
cult to counterfeit them, the subject 
having been investigated quite exten- 
sively by treasury officials. But -while 
portraits' have been printed on silver 
certificates act! !eeal tender notes hith- 
erto no portraits have appeared on na- 
tional bank notes with tbe exception of 
Garfield's.

The writer is Caas. H. Smith, captain 
of the baud of the 5th infantry and his 
description of the great celebration 
is in happy contrast u-ith the sad cal- 
amity which befell a company of our 
brave boys, showing that whiio par- 
taking of the 
festivities there still 


hirks in the bosom of the yet uncon- 
qtteretl savages a spirit of revengo. 
Capt. Smith writes t:a follows: 


San Fert-a.si.-io f!<? Union. P. ! 
August 20th. 1901. 


Cut. few, probably not one, in the 


far nway United States cousd for onoe 
surmise, ilmt there would ever be a 
time in tho. H:> of 
the 
Philippines, 


where kindness and liberty would be- 
fall s people whom but a few years 
back, were slavery, kicked am! cuffed 
around by the Spaniards, nnd all to 
tlif result of their studying only the 
iligr;int: of trenches, or the making of 
guns and shells, that they might be 
a,!)l<-» to drive from their soil such out 
sitk' nations that might try to lake 
from them their all. The Spaniards 
have treated the natives like rlogs—in 
fact, made absolute slaves of them, 
and in many cases, the writer li 
been told that case.? have been known 
where Philippines of intelligence, who 
could profit by what they knew were 
done away with 
by the 
Spaniards, 


never again to be seen. 


We fan take up some history of 


the Philippines as far back as 15 
and in those days we find them fight- 
ing. 
Mageliian. with a small expedi- 


tion, was the first European who set 
foot on their Islands. 
After visiting 


several points of the Southern Luzon, 
he "went to Cuba, where the king, with 
800 others, was baptized and swore al- 
legiance to the Spanish King. The 
Ctiimris at this time were at war wuh 
the inhabitants of a small island of 
Maevan. separated by a strait from 
their settlements. The interpid navi- 
gator met death at their hands while 
commanding a small expedition in be- 
half of the Cubans. From 1521 to the 
present day, we find the last hundred 
years have been comparatively un- 
eventful. 
If they were not invoked 


in war, some disease swept the natives 
away 'by the many, and in 1863, a se- 
vere 
cholera 
epidemic 
killed off 


thousands, .while earthquakes were a 
terror to the inhabitants. Governor 
succeeded governor, the strugles with 
the savage native tribes continued; 
pirates were pursued, there were in- 
surrections one after another, ono in 
1841, 1872 and-one in 1806 and since, 
and dating from May 1st, 1898, the 
battle-of Manila'bay. begins a new era 
in the Siistory 'Of the Philippine Is- 
lands. 


Whet Dewey/fougnt his way into 


Manila ffeay, forced the Spaniards to 
surrender, it was then our troubles 
co—.rnessea; .Aguinaido, the most in 
fhiential man and ring leader of all in- 
surrections, had received a oribe from 
the Spanish in 1896, to vise his influ 
ence to stap the insurrection that then 
was going «u. He -accepted the bribe 
and went to "Hong Kong, China, -where 
lie remain-fed iUntil "98, when the United 
States took posossion of Manila. Agrui 
naldo had by -this tinw? a longing de 
sire to be back home iand among his 
people, and one of Dewey's ships was 
sent to escort 'htm to Manila, free of 
charge. We can picture him on his 
way home, enjoying a free ride and at 
the same time forming in his mind 
how he would play the atnigo to the 
Americans, start one of his wars, drive 
us from the islands, or. if possible, kill 
us all. and form a monarch, with him- 
self as King. 


Since the insurrection has been stir- 


jrcsscd, many changes can be seen, 
'or the 'betterment of the Philippic? 
fend goes''to show

American

Slaughtered the natives and left'but 
'ew, they had better hearts. an8' how 
ire'wflflng to prove to them that therel 


is a race of people .jwhoi Jove their 
enemies and are willing to teach 
them such, ways that, are honorable. 
On July 4th, 1901, P. P. Taft was maae 
governor of the Philippine Islands, of 
which 1400 lorm the group'; the North 
and South Luzon being the largest. 
The writer had the: pleasure of being 
in Manila and seeing Gov. Taft receive 
the oath of office and Gen. McArthur 
on wishing the new governor well, 
said: "Gov. Taft, I now .bequeath to 
you ail ray troubles" and at 4 p. m. the 
General sailed for home, to the U. S. 
General Chaffee succeeding him. Can- 
nons boomed from: aid Fort Santiago 
and the Philippine bands were heard 
in every direction and when the hour 
had come for -he natives to hunt their 
places of rest, they had seen one day 
never before dreamed of by them. 


Bach province of 
the 
Philippines 


will have a governor, but wrio shall 
hold the lesser offices is a question to 
be agitated 
by 
the 
natives. Gov. 


Taft visited Union province at the 
capitol, San Fernando for the purpose 
of appointing a provincial governor, i 
and the natives, who had long expect- 
ed the event, decorated ihe town four 
days ahead of time. Arches were 
built over the corners out of bamboo 
and richly decorated, while the govern- 
ment building was a rcass of (lags and 
bunting, with palms and evergreens 
in profusion. At the dock was a. band 
stand, and a 
temporary 
dock 
was 


built for the landing of the governor 
and his staff. A barge was turned 
Into a floating palace, decorated with 
native flowers! and this beautiful float 
was useu in carrying the distinguished 
visitors to land 
from 
the 
Spanish 


steamer AV.acoa upon its arrival early 
on the morning of the 15th. 


The day before the natives came in 


from the neighboring barrios by the 
many, with, banners flying and bands 
playing marches through heavy rains. 
One thing that can be said about the 
natives. th«y tiave a fairly good knowl- 
edge of music and among the best is 
the Ajroo band of 40 pieces. They 
played all day on the "i 4th and when 
the writer was dropping into a doze at 
night he hoard the dying strains of un 
attempt to render the classical ''Wil- 
liam Tell''—yet when the Inisly sound- 
ed at early dawn the first sound was 
the strains of Agoo band. 


This v.-;:.s the commencem'-nt of the 


great day. and following it was the 
music of one band 
after another. 


Music Jias its charms, but on this day 
much of the 
charm was 
lost. One 


striking feature was the costumes, for 
while the uniforms wt-re not so Ijsid 
the players had no shoes ovi their feet, 
certainly a. grotesque condition as we 
would view it in America.' The Agoo 
band wore white uniforms trimmed in 
blue, while the next, in importance 
were the raagnilians who wore white 
duck suits and helmets. The Uac- 
notan baud wore any o!d thing they 
could get. with hats made of bamboo, 
resembling a dried pumpkin cut half 
in two. But. with it all, they playeu 
and thfi congregation of all the musi- 
cians playing at different tunes, made 
no difference to them, but struck dis- 
cord to the hearts of the boys, in blue. 


Companies A F and the band were 


ordered out. and a big parade was to 
have followed, but the rain spoiled 
that part of the program. At 7 a, m. 
the U. S. troops were lined up on Col. 
Durall street to the strains .of the Red 
White and Blue, by the 5th hand, ^he 
street, is shaded with Insurant tropical 
trees and when the troops-began the 
formation the crowd was estimated.at 
10,000. When the signal was given 
that the governor was coming the 
ban'l struck Tip a national air and the 
natives crowded around in their ex- 
citement to see what the new man 
looked like. After a pleasant greet- 
!ng, Gov. Taft was introduced and at 
once made governor of the 
Union

spent for fuel for their locomotives last 
year $80,000.000, or about 10 per cent 
of the whole cost of railroad operating 
In the country, says the New York Sun. 
In addition to the coal purchased for 
the use of locomotives there is the ex- 
pense of its transportation, for several 
of the railroads are so far removed 
from coal supplies that they are com- 
pelled to carry coal for long distances. 


One of the most Important railroads 


of the country in respect to the.terri- 
tory it serves (tbe Southern Pacific) has 
not on its route a coalfield from Kew 
Orleans to San Francisco and has bad 
to import its coal frota Alabama. Nev,-

Soft coal, more 
available for the railroads of the west 
and south, costs about 50 per cent per 
ton less than anthracite, but oil as a 
fuel has been found to be very unic!; 
cheaper than either and as it conies 
into more general use is superseding 
coal as coal superseded wood.
